Aldi supermarket may 
open by end of year

GRANITE CITY — The super- 
market chain Aldi Stores may be 
Starting construction on property 
the company owns on Fehling 
Road and the store may open 
before the end of this year. 

The property is being cleared 
and storm sewers are being 
paces on the property, said City 

ingineer Roger Hadley. The 
S.M. Wilson Co. construction 
firm_was hired to clear about six 
acres, part of which is owned by 
Aldi’s and the rest owned ~-by 
Central Bank of Granite City.

Schulze said there is nothing 
blocking the construction. The 
company has a building permit, 


the city approved a proposed 


* drainage plan earlier this year 


and the property is zoned for 
commercial use. 

An Aldi’s representative could 
not be reached for comment on 
‘Thursday. 

Fourth Ward Alderman Dan 
Partney, said he was told by 
Drew Karandjeff, chairman of 
Central Bank of Granite City, 
that construction was imminent. 

“That’s what I understand. 
They will be open no later that 
Christmas,’”’ Partney said.

EDWARDSVILLE — The 
Granite City attorney for an 
Alton man sentenced to life in 
prison. for three murders said 
ie may challenge the constitu- 
tionality of the sentencing law. 

Madison County Associate 
Judge Charles Romani Jr. on 
Aug. 31 sentenced Steven Hoffs- 
tetter, 28, to three natural, con- 
current life prison terms for 
the slayings of three people in 
1985. Two of them were former 
Granite City residents. 

The natural life sentences 
allow no chance of parole. 

“I’m not guilty,’’ Hoffstetter 
told Romani. ‘I’m sorry for 
the families. I have been slan- 
dered in this and I’m still in a 
state of shock. If I don’t show 
much emotion, I’m still very 
much _ in a state of shock.” 

Hoffstetter faced a possible 
death -sentence, but-Robert 
Trone, Madison County assis- 
tant state's attorney, withdrew 
the state’s request for the 
death penalty at the outset of 
the sentencing hearing. 

Trone discussed the decision 
with the families of the victims 
and they didn’t object, he said. 
He later declined to give the 
reasons for the desision while 
the trial of a second defendant 
is pending. 

Romani also sentenced Hoffs- 
tetter to concurrent 30-year 
prison terms for armed rob-

bery and home invasion. A jury 
convicted Hoffstetter of the 
crimes on July 1. 

Romani had no leeway in the 
sentencing decision because 
Ulinois law requires a manda- 
tory natural life term for per- 
sons convicted of more than 
one murder. 

Hoffstetter’ attorney, 
Michael Bilbrey, said he ques- 
tions the constitutionality of a 
mandatory life sentence based 
on a defendant’s accountability 
for the actions of others. 

Bilbrey said the law would 
have barred a death sentence if 
it had been shown that Hoffs 
tetter himself did not kill the 
victims. 

Hoffstetter and Anthony 
Fisher, 26, also of Alton, were 
charged in connection with the 
robbery and slayings of Della 
Riggins, 20, Kevin Burch, 25,. 
and Christopher Shrom, 26. 
Riggins and Burch were former 
Granite City residents. 

Their bodies were found at 
5:45 a.m. Oct. 7, 1985, in the 
burned ruins of a farmhouse on 
Smith, Road, northwest of 
Edwardsville. Each of the vic- 
tims had been shot. 

Bureh was ying with 
Shrom while waiting to move 
into a Granite City apartment. 
Riggins had been living with an 
aunt and dated Burch for 
approximately 10 months

Wolf’s prosecutor fee bill signed 


= SPRINGFIELD — A bill to 
limit special prosecutor’s fees 
and. duties, inspired by the 
Bruce Locher controversy in 
Madison County, was signed into 
law, Gov. James Thompson’s 
office announced Aug. 24. 

The bill was sponored by Rep. 

m Wolf, D-Granite City, with 
the backing of Madison County 
State’s Attorney Dick Allen. 

It restricts fees paid to special 
prosecutors in any given year to 
no more than the salary of the 
state’s attorney in the affected 
county. 


Allen and Madison County 


board members had wrangled 
with Locher over fees he 
charged in his prosecution of the 
cases involving changes in 
assessments by former Madison 
County Supervisor of Assesse- 
ments James Barton. 


The most Locher, a Spring- 
field attorney, has ever been 
paid in a 12-month period for his 
Madison County work is $54,000, 
according to County Auditor 
Pete Fields. Allen is paid $65,500 
a year. 


The Wolf bill also limits spe- 
cial prosecutors’ powers to those 
duties “necessary to fulfill the 





purpose of such appointment.” 
Previous state law gave the spe- 
cial prosecutors all the powers 
and duties of a regularly elected 
state’s attorney, sponsors said. 

Allen’s office contended that in 
prior court proceedings Locher 
was overstepping his authority 
as special prosecutor. 

Allen solicited letters of sup- 
port for the Wolf bills from sev- 
eral other state’s attorneys. 

Wolf insisted his bill was not 
aimed directly at Locher but 
was intended to prevent “‘poten- 
tial abuse” by special prosecu- 
tors in general

The French government is 
inviting World War I- veterans

The French government and

SPRINGFIELD — Two 
major consumer advocate 
groups were skeptical from the 
start, regarding Illinois Pow- 
er’s proposal to change its rate 
structure. The plan was reject- 
ed Aug. 28 by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 

IP asked the ICC to equalize 
rates by reducing high summer 
rates and increasing winter 
rates. 

Any rate relief for consumers 
frorh the plan would have been 
an “‘illusion’’ in the long run, 
charged Alvin Grandys, direc- 
tor of the Governor’s Office of 
Consumer Services, which has 
been a critic of IP's Clinton 
nuclear plant. 

“Qur reaction is somewhat of 
a_ yawn because it (the new IP 
plan) really doesn’t get to the 
reot of the problem, which is 
the excessive cost of Clinton,’’ 
said Sue Stewart, executive 
director of the Citizens Utility 
Board. .. 

“Most of the Clinton plant 
costs are not yet in the rate 
base. Make no mistake about 
it, the company is going to ask 
for significantly higher rates in 
the near future,’’ Grandys 
warned. 

Grandys agreed the differen- 
tial in rates between summer 
and winter is ‘‘unpopular with 
consumers’? and ‘‘something 
we have never supported.” 

But he contended IP's pro- 
posal to retroactively reduce 
summer ‘electric charges of 
9.45 cents per kilowatt hour by

2 cents, while hiking winter 
charges by 1:5 cents, would 
provide consumers only ‘‘tem- 
porary” relief. - 

Grandys and Stewart chal- 
lenged statements by IP offi- 
cials that the utility had “‘vig- 
orously opposed”’ the higher 
summer rate approved by the 
ICC in 1985 and effective this 
summer. 

“We were deeply involved in 
that rate case and I don’t 
recall them making an issue of 
it then,”’ said Stewart. She said 
IP officials are engaging in 
“revisionist history.”’ 

In its last rate case, she also 
noted, IP had originally pro- 
posed’ a summer-winter differ- 
ential of 8.75 cents per kwh in 
the summer and 6.75 cents in 
the winter period. 

“The real question is wheth- 
er rates in every season should 
be reduced. We are in favor of 
lessening the summer and win- 
ter differential but we don’t 
want people to be misled into 
thinking their overall rates are 
going to be reduced by this,’’ 
Stewart said. 

Grandys contended the new 
IP proposal was motivated pri- 
marily by the company’s ‘need 
to improve public relations 
with consumers by means of a 
temporary refund mechanism.” 

IP officals had said last 
month the current differentials 
between summer and winter 
rates were proposed by a “‘con- 
sumer activist group’? and 
adopted by the ICC
